mission of five persona to adjust the 
differences an*! settle th*’ coal strike 
in the anthracite coal fields of Penn 
Sylvania. 
The proposition is believed 
by th** a1 ministration to be .satisfac­ 
tory to the miner?, as it covers the 
proposition ma l*- by President Mitch­ 
ell of the United Mine Work* rs‘ union 
with additional conditions, which it is 
believed th*' miners will accept. 
The 
statement appears above. 
While 
no official 
statement 
was 
made at the wihite House after the op­ 
erators' address was made public by 
Secretary Cortelyou, the opinion was 
expressed that the way la now open 
for a complete settlement of the strike 
and that the miners would soon be in 
operation once more. 
The Bbuance of the statement fol­ 
lowed a conference at the White House 
which assembled very quickly after 
Mr. Morgan and his partner. Robert 
Baron, had reached Washington on a 
flying trip from New York. 
Mr. Mor­ 
gan and Mr. Bacon arrived in Wash­ 
ington about I * o’clock lr a special 
car over the Baltimore & Ohio railroad 
and drove at once t * the Arlington 
hotel. 
They met Secretary Root and 
the three gentlemen walked over to 
the White House aud were shown at 
once to the president's room. 
They 
remained with the president until IO 
minutes of 12 o'clock, and th* n camo 
downstairs. 
The three gentlemen on 
leaving the White House went to the 
Metropolitan club, where they remain­ 
ed in conversation until a late hour, 
while the president retired immediate­ 
ly to secure some needed rest. 
The proposition of the coal operators 
was a result of a visit of Secretary 
Root to New Y’ork and his confer* nee 
with Mr. Morgan on Saturday. 
Mr. 
.Morgan at that time expressed a keen 
interest in the situation and a desire 
to bring about an adjustment if possi­ 
ble. 
Following this talk with Secre­ 
tary Root there was a conference In 
New Y'ork 
yesterday at which the 
proposition of the coal operators was 
agreed to and Mr. Morgan was dele­ 
gated to bring it to the president. In 
the belief that such would be tho 
courteous course and the best way of 
promulgating the offer of settlement. 
The next step will be the presenta­ 
tion of the matter to the miners, and 
it Is probable that President Mitchell 
will be invited to Washington to con­ 
sult with the president. 
It is believed 
here that he will at once accept the 
proposition.

Strycker and his wife had 
been living apart for two years. Yes­ 
terday afternoon he followed his wife 
into th*' furniture store of Frank Mc­ 
Allister and. drawing a revolver, shot 
the woman dead. He then fired a bul­ 
let through the heal of their little 
boy, also producing death, and turned 
the weapon upon his father in law, L. 
Harvey. The shot went wild, however, 
and wounded McAllister In the face. 
Strycker then shot himself, dying in­ 
stantly. McAllister is in a critical con­ 
dition. 


Chicago, Oct. 14.—Before an audi­ 
ence that crowded the amphitheater 
at the College of Physicians and Sur­ 
geons. Prof. Adolph Lorenz of Vienna 
yesterday conducted the largest clinic 
ever held in Chicago and perhaps in 
America. Tho surgeon performed sev­ 
en operations for cc ng* nital disloca­ 
tion cf the hip, or three more than he 
ever had treated in one day. All the 
patients were children and all were 
suff* ring from 
the 
same affliction 
which Prof. Lorenz came to America 
to treat in little Lolita Armour, six- 
year-old daughter and only child of J 
Ogden Armour and heiress of most of 
the Armour millions. 
Patient after patient was rolled in, 
already under chloroform, and the em­ 
inent surgeon turned from one to the 
other and proceeded with his opera­ 
tions with a deftness and dispatch 
that held the audience spellbound. 
In two hours yesterday morning the 
surgeon, 
assisted by Dr. Frederick 
Muellc r. who accompanied him from 
Vienna, earned a fee of $150,000. 
Later in the day he performed the 
same operation In th* 
public clinic 
upon seven children, without fee. 
"It is all over. 
It is quite finished, 
and,” with a < haracteristlc shrug of 
the shoulders. ' I think, I know, indeed, 
that it is entirely successful.” Dr. Lor­ 
enz said. 
"The operation,” continued 
Dr. Lorenz, “consist! I in drawing the 
limb down so that the hip bone came 
below the socket of the hip, into which 
it ought normally to fit. 
Then it is 
pressed 
in 
until 
the 
femur 
rests 
against the socket, as it should.” 
“Formerly, and indeed until quite 
recently, it was necessary to accom­ 
plish this result by incisions into the 
flesh, and by removing enough bone 
from the socket to insure the femur 
fitting into it. 
‘‘After more than three hundred 
such operations had been performed, 
I conceived the plan of accomplishing 
the same results without any incision, 
and of relying upon nature to accom­ 
plish results which had formerly been 
achieved by tire knife alone. 
"I now use weights and pressure to 
force the projecting femur into line 
with its socket. 
If the socket is not 
properly shaped to receive the femur, 
I rely on its growing into shape by 
means of my specially contrived ap­ 
pliances. The little girl will not have 
to remain in bed or inactive for all I 
those six months. Today I shall allow' ; 
her to sit up; in a couple of days I 
shall require her to take exercise, and 
that exercise, assisted by nature, will 
bring about the junction of bone, so 
that when the cast is removed the hip 
will be found to perform its functions 
in a perfect manner. Dr. Lorenz is the 
originator of the method of perform- ! 
ing orthopaedic surgical operations 
without cutting.
